When Swaps arrived from Louisville. 
there was a large delegation to wel- 
come him at the railroad siding, and the 
well mannered chestnut colt seemed to 
enjoy the fuss and the flashflight bulbs 
that popped all around him. Owner 
Rex Ellsworth and trainer Meshach 
(Mish) Tenney indicated Swaps would 
make 3 starts during the Hollywood 
Park season. 

After a rest. Swaps will be pointed 
for the Will Rogers Handicap for 3- 
year-olds at one mile on May 30, then 
will go in the Cinema and Westerner 
Stakes. If he steps out of his division at 
all this season, it will be to tangle with 
Determine in the $100.000-added Cal- 
fornian Stakes on June 11. 

Swaps’ arrival was all Hollywood 
Park needed to get its meeting off in 
high gear, and the chestnut colt and 
his sire, *Khaled, managed to stay in 
the headlines even after the racing be- 
gan. Swaps came out to parade be- 
tween races opening day and the first 
Saturday, and got cheered the length 
of the stands as he jogged through the 
home stretch. 

*Khaled sired the winner of the first 
2 stakes. The Premiere was won by 
Swaps’ stablemate El Drag, which 
carried the now familiar red and black 
Ellsworth silks to victory by more than 
2 lengths over the favored Berseem 
in 1:09 to equal the 6-furlong track 
record. El Drag, which like Swaps is 
out of a *Beau Pere mare, carried 112 
to 128 for Berseem, and never was 
seriously threatened in the stretch. 

There was a time when Ellsworth and 
Tenney had strong convictions that El 
Drag was going to be the best horse 
they ever have had. but that was before 
the colt developed leg trouble and 
Swaps came along. Although their 
breeding is similar, Swaps and El Drag 
are different types. The latter is 
a compact brown colt that doesn’t seem 
to want to go much further than 6 or 
7 furlongs. Swaps is a robust chestnut 
that can pick up 126 pounds and beat 
the best 3-year-olds in the country at 
114 miles. 

Another son of *Khaled, Karim, won 
the Golden State Breeders Handicap, 
feature of the second day of the season.

When Bob Hebert, THE BLOOD-HORSE’S West Coast correspondent, left 
Louisville after the Kentucky Derby he promised to keep an alert eye on Swaps 
at Hollywood Park. The following dispatch is his first since getting home. 


For 3 years. Karim had worked hard 
on his reputation as a sprinter, but he 
had failed to stay each time that owner 
John Eyraud and trainer F. M. Smith 
tried to stretch him out. But horses 
sometimes change their styles of run- 
ning as they grow older, and Karim 
came around Blue Trumpeter to take 
command in mid-stretch with his odd, 
loping stride and win with speed in 
reserve. 

Eyraud. who bought Karim as a 
yearling for $1.600 from Mrs. Helen 
Kenaston, had the foresight to nomin- 
ate the horse for such stakes as the 
Californian and Gold Cup. Now that he 
has learned to go a distance, Karim 
may be a real threat in these rich 
specials. 

On the Saturday card, Hollywood 
Park honored *Khaled by naming a 
race after him. The Ellsworth stable 
and *Khaled could not let such an 
opportunity slip by, and they won it 
with New Trend, which is out of Pretty 
Pere, by Flitterpere, which goes back 
to *Beau Pere. 

The honor of winning the first race 
of the season went to the Desilu stable. 
which as all good TV fans know is the 
trade name for Desi Arnaz and Lucille 
Ball. The winner was Precocious, a 2- 
year-old colt by Count Speed— 
Nursery School, which they bought last 
summer at Del Mar for $18,000. 
Precocious was the last horse in the 
ring that evening. Desi and Lucy later 
sold an interest in the colt to their good 
friend Ralph Singer, Oregon lumber- 
man who owns the Trinity Stable. 
Precocious had plenty of speed left as 
he hit the wire in :5914 for the 5 
furlongs. 

With its lakes and flowers, Holly- 
wood Park grows more beautiful each 
year and the fans seems to love the 
track. The inaugural lured 29,069 fans 
who weren’t too much concerned about 
a Friday-the-13th jinx, and the first 
Saturday card drew a crowd of 41,897. 
Wagering on both days was up over 
the first 2 days last year. 

You could hardly blame Jim Stewart, 
Wendell Cassidy, and John Maluvius 
for wearing big smiles. Their meeting 
was off to a tremendous start. 

One more note might be added: the 
goose girls this year are lovely as ever.

BALTIMORE 

A half-inch of rain fell in Baltimore 
the night before the Black-Eyed Susan 
Stakes. The soft, spring drizzle continued 


through the morning. Local residents. 
threatened by water rationing. cheered 


each drop. but Bart Sweeney was appre- 
hensive. He knew that Wheatley Stable’s 
High Voltage didn’t do her best running 
on an off strip. In her final appearance 
at 2, she took a trimming in the Frizette 
Stakes—over a sloppy track. Her 1955 
debut twice was postponed by off tracks. 
and when she finally did start she again 
was beaten in slop. The only 2 races in 
which she finished out of the money were 
attributed to a disinclination to run in 
bad footing. 
Sweeney called his boss, Jim Fitzsim- 
mons. in New York to report that Ballti- 
more had had a 24-hour rainfall, that 
Pimlico was a ribbon of slop. “Run her 


anyway.” replied the soft voice from Long 
Island. 
A few hours later Sweeney. who left 


Tipperary for Fitzsimmons 28 years ago. 
saddled High Voltage in the Black-Eyed 
Susan. The rain had stopped. the sun 
was out. but the track was topped by sev- 
eral inches of slippery goo. 

The Black-Eyed Susan. sometimes re- 
ferred to as the “Fillies’ Preakness.” was 
the Pimlico Oaks prior to 1952. The 30th 
renewal on May 14. spotted between the 
Acorn Stakes and Coaching Club Amer- 
ican Oaks, drew a spanking-good field of 
9 3-year-old fillies. Howell E. Jackson’s 
lightly campaigned Villa was the only 
starter which hadn’t won or placed in 
stakes. 

High Voltage’s reputation preceded her 
to Pimlico. The crowd of 18.198 sent her 
off as a 13-to-10 favorite. Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s striking Discovery filly. Sometime 
Thing. was second choice at 7-to-2. Some 
of her support at the wickets may have 
been sentimental. since this was her first 
appearance at Pimlico since she was 
named grand champion of the 1953 year- 
ling show on the club house lawn. 

Pin Oak Farm’s Bless Pat splashed to 
the front in the run to the first’ turn. 
Sorceress and High Voltage moving close

High Voltage won by a length and was 
not all out. The race was timed in :22%5. 
:4675, 1:1145, and 1:4615. All 
fractions except the final time were cred- 
ited to Bless Pat. After the race Arcaro 
said that it was not one of High Voltage’s 
best efforts.

High Gun Wrote the Answers 
On Max Hirsch’s Brown Paper 


New YorK 

The morning after the Metropolitan 
Handicap was run at Belmont Park found 
trainer Max Hirsch filling in penciled 
squares on 2 large pieces of brown wrap- 
ping paper. The top line was for a colt 
named Mainlander. The second line had 
“HIGH GUN, b. ec. Heliopolis—Rocket 
Gun” in the left-hand column. The line of 
31 squares after each name represented the 
days of the month of May. 

In High Gun’s first square there was a 
G to signify a gallop on May 1, and 12 
succeeding spaces were filled in with other 
marking before Mr. Hirsch entered the 
letter R. This was to signify the big 4-year- 
old colt had run. This he did, as can be 
verified by any of the 38.424 persons at 
Belmont Park last Saturday, or any of 
the 8 Thoroughbreds which competed 
against him in the Metropolitan Handicap. 

In his first start as a 4-year-old in the 
handicap ranks, High Gun assumed top 
weight of 130 and rattled off a mile in 
1:3535. defeating his field by 414 lengths. 
The easy manner of his victory was in 
contrast to that of the 2 previous Metro- 
politan winners, both of which also carried 
130 pounds, Tom Fool going all-out to 
hold off the drive of *Royal Vale and 
Native Dancer looking like a Banshee jet 
in nailing Straight Face. 

A day later High Gun earned a W on 
Mr. Hirsch’s wrapping paper. signifying 
a well earned walk around King Ranch’s 
barn at Belmont. He then grazed lazily in 
the ample paddock which separates the 
barn from Hempstead Turnpike. 

“IT seeded this whole place blue- 
grass.” said the trainer, “but it only came 
up around the edges. It’s good, deep grass 
even if all of it’s not blue.” High Gun, 
however did not seem to care about the 
color; it was quantity which interested him. 

“He’s not a pretty horse.” said Mr. 
Hirsch as he watched his charge gaze 
intently over the hedge at traffic on the 
street. “You can’t fault his conformation, 
though. It’s just that he’s not pretty, like 
you talk about pretty horses. He has the 
best shoulder I’ve seen in a long while. 
It’s the perfect shoulder for a running 
machine, and that’s what he is.” 

Hirsch was asked if it was conforma- 
tion which prompted him to buy High 
Gun at auction after his dam had been 
sold as a discard by King Ranch. 

“It was just lucky, I guess,” he said. 
“I was walking around the sales and I 
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happened to pass by a van that was being 
unloaded. I saw him come down the ramp 
and said. ‘That’s a nice-looking fellow.’ I 
followed him to the barn and found out 
who he was. At first I couldn’t figure out 
why we had sold the mare after she was 
bred. but later I found out that it wasn’t 
Mr. Kleberg who bred her and I decided 
to buy him. I had him struck out of my 
sales book. but I liked him when I saw 
him. so I got him, and there he is. Perfect 
shoulder for a running machine.” 

High Gun was rubbed off and returned 
to his stall before Hirsch explained that 
the 13 days in May were not solely re- 
sponsible for the Metropolitan victory. 
“There’s a long. slow foundation under 
that piece of paper. A long, steady drill. 
Not drilling like it’s tough, but drilling 
for a foundation.” 


SHARPENING. High Gun had run last 
on October 16, 1954, when he won the 
Jockey Club Gold Cup at 2 miles over 
Belmont’s big strip. That race was the 
fifth-straight stakes win at Belmont for 
High Gun during a skein which had been 
interrupted only by a place and a show to 
Errard King in the American Derby and 
Arlington Classic. High Gun was the top 
3-year-old in training at the time. 

The King Ranch colt was awarded top 
honors in his division in all polls, but his 
racing for the year was over. Entered for 
the Washington, D. C., International, he 
pulled a muscle in his side while training. 
He waited out the rest of the season, then 


END OF “LISTE A” 


As The Blood-Horse was going to press 
this week it received information that the 
French stud book authority, under the 
direction of the Minister of Agriculture, 
had extended official recognition to Thor- 
oughbreds registered in volume 23 of the 
German stud book. This volume includes 
the wartime foals from French stock taken 
to Germany during the occupation. Such 
foals until now have been kept in “Liste 
A,” a separate compartment of the stud 
book in France. They now are eligible 
for the official registry, and hence, presum- 
ably, eligible for the official registry in 
the U. S., where a number of them had 
been barred from the stud book. 


went with the rest of Hirsch’s horses to 
winter quarters at Columbia, S. C. The 
big fellow, unshod, cavorted in the sand 
at Mrs. Tad Legere’s conditioning estab. 
lishment. 

Shoes were not put back on High Gun 
until February. when Hirsch started to 
build the foundation. “Slow breezes were 
the first step, but we were just fooling 
with him until we got here.” 


The fine edge was put on the first 2 
weeks of May as Hirsch sent High Gun 
through the following paces:

This exercise honed High Gun to a 
keen edge. In the Metropolitan he stayed 
with a pace that did 6 furlongs in 1:1044 
(only the second time in the meeting that 
1:11 had been shaded) and ran the final 
quarter in :2445, being eased up in the 
final 70 yards. 

High Gun did benefit from an outer 
post position (the rail being equal to 
sudden death these days), but he never- 
theless must be credited with a superior 
effort in his first 1955 start. Tony De- 
Spirito, the 1952 national riding champion 
who is in New York for his first season 
under contract to Walter M. Jeffords. had 
the mount. The short-stirruped rider did 
an admirable job even though High Gun 
moved sooner than the jockey or trainer 
had expected. 


NEXT. Speculation on High Gun’s pack- 
age for the Suburban Handicap already 
has started. Last year the late John B. 
Campbell jumped Native Dancer from 130 
in the Metropolitan to 136 for the holiday 
event, but the big gray went lame before 
the Suburban and Straight Face had no- 
body to clip him at the last second and 
take the victory away. 

A year earlier Tom Fool carried 130 
in the Metropolitan, but was dropped to 
128 for the longer event. The decrease 
was due partly to the distance, partly to 
*Royal Vale. 

Another Greentree colt, Devil Diver, 
was jumped from. 129 to 132 and won 
both races, as had Equipoise which had 
128 in the first race and 132 in the second. 
Grey Lag won the Metropolitan with 133 
and went up 2 on the scale for the longer 
race. Whisk Broom II’s feat of accepting 
an additional 13 pounds after winning the 
first under 126 is the largest gap between 
the 2 events. 
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STUD NEWS 


*Shannon II Destroyed 


The stallion *Shannon II was shod about 
8:30 a. m. on May 17 and turned out in 
his paddock at Spendthrift Farm, Lexing- 
ton. When a groom went to bring him in 
3 hours later, he was standing in the 
middle of the V-shaped paddock. his left 
hind leg broken and limp. Examination 
revealed the bone shattered above the 
hock. and repair of the break was im- 
possible. 

Through most of the afternoon. while 
veterinarians made X-rays and waited on 
word from Lloyd’s of London representa- 
tives. the horse stood quietly. even graz- 
ing at times. About 4 p.m. he was de- 
stroyed. The syndicate-owned stallion 
was partly insured, Leslie Combs II re- 
ported. 

The manner in which he came by his 
injury could only be guessed; there were 
no witnesses, though farm traffic moves 
along 2 sides of the paddock. The farm 
staff theorized that he had twisted the 
leg as he came down after a playful leap. 
There were no marks to suggest that he 
had fallen or had struck a fence. 


Bred at the St. Albans Stud in Australia 
in 1941, *Shannon II was by Midstream 
(Blandford) out of Idle Words, by Magpie 
out of Peptamint, by Finland. It was 
Finland’s descent from Spaewife—a mare 
which had appeared in the Australian stud 
book with 4 different pedigrees—which 
later was responsible for a teapot-tempest 
regarding the horse’s eligibility to the 
American stud book. 

Raced until he was a 6-year-old by Peter 
Riddle (who had bought him as a year- 
ling for 350 guineas), *Shannon II made 
an outstanding record in Australia, in 
one of his victories there taking up 129 
pounds and running a mile in 1:3414, a 
new record for that country. In August. 
1947, he was put up for auction by the 
Riddle estate and bought by W. J. Smith 
for 26,000 guineas. another Australian 
record. In October of that year Smith 
shipped the horse to the U. S. and arranged 
to sell him to Harry Curland, Los 
Angeles restaurateur, but the deal was 
called off the next month because The 
Jockey Club had noted a “flaw” in his 
pedigree, 11 generations back. 

Smith then sold the horse to Neil S. 
McCarthy. and in January, 1948, the 
stewards of The Jockey Club admitted him 
to the stud book. (For the last round-up 
of evidence on the disputed eligibility case, 
see The Blood-Horse of August 16, 1949.) 
In the same year *Shannon II established 
himself as a star in the U. S., winning 6 
races and $211,610, setting or equaling 
time records in 4 of his 6 stakes victories. 
Late in 1948 he was syndicated at a valua- 
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tion of $300.000 and retired to the stud 
at Spendthrift Farm. He had been bred 
to 31 mares this year. 


In the first 3 seasons his offspring 
raced, 1952-54, they earned a total of 
$513.632. His stakes winners were Sea O 
Erin. Pegeen, and County Clare. 


Death of Blue Swords 


The 15-year-old stallion Blue Swords 
died suddenly in his stall at Allen T. 
Simmons’ Idle Hour Farm at Lexington 
about noon on May 14. Dr. E. W. Thomas 
attributed the death to a ruptured aorta. 
The horse had been bred to 36 mares this 
season; most of his remaining obliga- 
tions were shifted to Eternal Bull by own- 
er Simmons. who flew to Lexington soon 
after he received the news. 

Blue Swords. bred by the late Samuel 
D. Riddle and sold to Simmons for $3,300 
at-the 1941 Saratoga yearling sales, was 
a son of Blue Larkspur. He was the second 
foal of the non-winning Man o° War 
mare Flaming Swords, whose 11th foal. 
the 2-year-old Roman Sword, by Roman,

made his first start at Pimlico May 16 and 
became her 11th winner. 

Among the foals of 1940 Blue Swords 
most nearly approached the class of Count 
Fleet. He won the Eastern Shore and 
Remsen Handicaps at 2, finished second 
to Count Fleet in the Champagne Stakes, 
Wood Memorial, Kentucky Derby, and 
Preakness Stakes. He was sore after the 
Preakness, and never raced again. His 
earnings were $58,065. 


In the stud Blue Swords had an ex- 
cellent record. His progeny began racing 
in 1948 and by the end of 1954 had earned 
$1.791.208, with an earnings index of 2.18. 
His best offspring included the stakes 
winners Blue Man, Grover B., Nothird- 
chance. Blue Kay, Blue Grip, Blue Lancer, 
Blue Dart, French Lace, Blue Dare, and 
Little Swords. 


Trustees Named 


By Jockey Club 


The Jockey Club last week named 20 
of its members to serve as trustees of the 
proposed Greater New York Racing As- 
sociation, which the State legislature last 
month authorized for the reorganization of 
racing in New York. George D. Widener, 
president of The Jockey Club, was named 
honorary chairman of the trustees. 


The committee which conceived of the 
new association was dissolved with a vote 
of appreciation: John W. Hanes, C. T. 
Chenery, and Harry F. Guggenheim, the 
original members, and James Cox Brady 
and John Hay Whitney, who were added 
shortly after the first 3 proposed their 
plan for co-operative, non-profit racing. 


The trustees will be George H. Bost- 
wick, John C. Clark, Walter Fletcher, 
George M. Humphrey, Howell E. Jack- 
son, Walter M. Jeffords, Robert J. Kleberg 
Jr.. Ogden Phipps, John M. Schiff, Whit- 
ney Stone. Harold E. Talbott, Alfred 
Gwynne Vanderbilt, F. S. Von Stade, 
William Woodward Jr., and Widener, 
Hanes, Chenery, Guggenheim, Brady, and 
Whitney. 


Trustees are subject to the approval 
of the New York State Racing Commis- 
sion, whose authority was given in the 
following section of the recently amended 
racing law: 


“The provision that the number of its 


.directors or trustees, who shall each be a 


stockholder having at least 5 shares of 
stock, shall be not less than 5 nor more 
than 20 as may be fixed from time to time 
by its by-laws, that at least one-fourth 
in number of the directors or trustees of 
such non-profit racing association shall be 
elected annually and that persons nomin- 
ated to fill vacancies in the board of 
directors or trustees shall be approved by 
the state racing commission, which ap- 
proval shall not be unreasonably with- 
held; and that the further provision that 
upon request of the state racing commis- 
sion the board of directors or trustees or 
the stockholders of any such association 
shall remove or dismiss, after specification 
of and hearing on charges, any director 
or trustee or executive officer of such 
association for inefficiency, neglect of duty, 
misconduct or malfeasance in office or 
waste or action considered not to be in the 
best interests of racing generally, and no 
director or trustee or executive officer so 
removed or dismissed shall have any claim 
against the state racing commission or 
the board of directors or trustees or the 
stockholders of such association by reason 
of such removal or dismissal.”

Mereworth Farm last year began planning a series of ponds 
to water cattle. Before digging was finished, the ponds were 
large enough to supply the first major irrigation system on a 
central Kentucky horse farm. 

Ward Wright, Mereworth manager, and A. B. Penrod. 
superintendent of farming operations. said Mereworth had 
considered irrigation for some time. “We hesitated for only 
one reason—water,” Wright said. “We don’t have access to any 
streams, which means that all of our water must come from 
ponds or reservoirs. It’s a large investment, and there is al- 
ways the chance that they may not hold.” 

Mereworth’s 3 irrigation reservoirs were planned only for 
use on tobacco and alfalfa, but a generous allowance was made 
for evaporation and seepage. 

Finding suitable locations for the reservoirs was difficult. 
Penrod said. “You can build a dam without too much trouble 
if you have a spot between 2 hills. All of our locations were 
almost level when we started, and we had to move a lot of dirt.” 

He estimated that 15,000 cubic yards of dirt had io be 
moved for the 2-acre reservoir, which has an average depth 
of 10 feet and holds 20 acre-feet of water. or 6.517.000 gal- 
lons. It now is almost full, and seepage appears to be 
negligible. About 5,000 cubic yards had to be moved for the 
114-acre reservoir, which has an average depth of 7 feet and 
a capacity of 101% acre-feet. Both of these reservoirs were 
built with farm labor, using a bulldozer. 

A 4-acre reservoir, built by a construction company, has 
an average depth of 8 feet and a capacity of 34 acre-feet. This 
one still is a few acre-feet short of capacity. 
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Mereworth Farm 
Wanted Versatility 


The map on the opposite page shows the location of the 
reservoirs and the fields which will be irrigated. Mereworth’s 
present irrigation equipment could handle a much larger acre- 
age if the water supply were increased. The farm has 2 6- 
inch portable pumps, each powered by a 100-horsepower diesel 
engine. Each pump will supply 1,120 gallons a minute at 80 
pounds pressure. 

“With our 2 units we have a dual system,” Wright said. 
“We can put them together and use them to pump water a 
great distance, or we can use them separately for fields close 
to the reservoirs.” 

The list price of each pump is $5,100, including the diesel 
engine. Mereworth bought the diesels instead of cheaper 
gasoline engines because the diesels can carry a heavier work 
load and because maintenance costs are lower. They also will 
reduce labor costs involved in moving pipe. Each pump can 
supply enough water to irrigate 6 acres at one setting. 

All of the farm’s 6,700 feet of pipe is 6 inches in diameter. 
Main-line pipe usually is larger than lateral pipe, and the 
irrigation engineers who planned the Mereworth system first 
recommended 8-inch main-line pipe and 6-inch and 5-inch 
lateral pipe. Wright convinced the engineers that all 6-inch 
pipe would be more practical for Mereworth. “We wanted 
ene size because we will be moving the pipe from one section 
of the farm to another, and a lot of men will be handling 
the moving of pipe in the field. With one size pipe there won't 
be any chance for someone to get mixed up. I think it defi- 
nitely will save time.” 

Another unusual feature of the Mereworth pipe is that a 
riser can be attached to any section of pipe in the entire sys- 
tem. Most irrigation systems are designed with main-line pipe 
which cannot be used as lateral pipe. All Mereworth pipe is 
interchangeable between main lines and laterals. The holes 
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where risers are inserted are plugged when the pipe is used in 
main lines. 

Wright said. “This feature cost us a little more than stand- 
ard main-line pipe, but we think the difference will be well 
worth it. It’s the same idea as having 2 pumps: it gives us a 
dual system. We can operate close to the reservoir or far 
away.” 

The versatility of the Mereworth system is its best fea- 
ture. If necessary, any field up to one mile from a reservoir 
could be irrigated. Using 5,000 feet of main-line pipe. it still 
would be possible to operate a lateral more than 500 yards 
long. 

The sprinklers in the Mereworth system have %4 by 7/32: 
inch nozzles, and are designed to discharge 19 gallons of water 
a minute at 40 pounds pressure, which will be used for tobacco 
irrigation. The rate of application for tobacco will be .4-inch 
an hour. 

To reduce the moving of pipe. sprinklers will be spaced 
60 feet apart, laterals 80 feet apart. On large fields 5 laterals 
may be operated simultaneously. allowing 6 acres to be covered 
during one setting, 18 acres during one day. 

Penrod said the system already has been used to water to- 
bacco beds. “We put about one-quarter inch on the beds every 
time we have 4 straight dry days. This type of irrigation isn't 
any trouble because we can leave the laterals in place between 
applications.” 

Penrod anticipates 3 or 4 applications on the tobacco fields 
during the summer. “Even if it’s dry,” he said. “we shouldn't 
need more than 4 inches. and we might not need that much. 
We have got about 62 acre-feet of water in the 3 reservoirs. and 
the 4 fields we will irrigate have about 115 acres. That means 
that we will need, at the most, about 30 acre-feet of water. Of 
course, we will lose some because of evaporation and leaks, but 
I don’t think we will have any shortage.” 

If the tobacco does not require .too much water. Penrod 
said he might irrigate a 35-acre alfalfa field which is located 
between the 2 smaller reservoirs. “When I really expect to get 
results from alfalfa irrigation, is this fall.” he said. “That 
40-acre field near the big reservoir will be seeded with alfalfa 
after the tobacco is cut. We plan to water that seeding. and 
I am sure that it will be a big help. A lot of times we have a

reservoir by running irrigation pipe through a culvert under 
Dolan Lane. The other 2 tobacco fields and the tobacco beds 
will be irrigated from the 2-acre reservoir. The 35-acre alfalfa 
field can be reached from either of the smaller reservoirs.

John R. Macomber 


John R. Macomber, 79-year-old Boston 
financier who led the movement for racing 
in Massachusetts, died May 11 at his home 
in Framingham, Mass. He had been ill 
for a year. 

A native of Framingham, Mr. Macomber 
was graduated in 1897 from the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, and later 
became chairman of its executive com- 
mittee. He had served as president of 
Harris. Forbes and Company, Boston 
financial firm, for many years until his 
recent retirement. 

Mr. Macomber was interested in racing 
before pari-mutuel betting was legalized 
in Massachusetts, and he conducted many 
race meetings at his estate, Raceland. 
near Boston. where he acquainted New 
Englanders with the sport. He raced an 
extensive stable for several years. The 
best horse he owned was Petee-Wrack. 
which he bought for $5.500 at the 1926 
Saratoga yearling sales. Petee-Wrack was 
one of the best colts of his year. winning 
the Travers Stakes and the Suburban. 
Metropolitan. Philadelphia, and Mer-- 
chants’ and Citizens’ Handicaps. 

He was one of the founders of the 
Eastern Horse Club, which later became 
the Eastern Racing Association, operator 
of Suffolk Downs. This spring Suffolk 


Downs announced that it would honor him 


with the John R. Macomber Stakes, which 
will be run on June 4. 

Charles Macomber, a brother, is his only 
survivor in the immediate family. 


Georges Courtois 


Georges Courtois, who died May 5 of a 
heart attack. for many years was a 
prominent figure in French racing and 
breeding. A gentleman rider until he was 
gray-haired, and still later an amateur 
driver in harness races, he based his selec- 
tion of breeding stock primarily upon 
his excellent judgment of conformation, 
and thus. at comparatively small expense. 
was able to develop such stallions as 
Troon. Sir Fellah. and Eble. Among the 
horses he bred were Sirlan. Sirtam, the 
filly Pomare. and the 1955 Prix de Ganay 
winner Elu. 


Henri Corbiere 


Henri Corbiere died recently in France 
after a long and successful career as a 
breeder of Thoroughbreds. Among the 
best from his stud were the Two Thousand 
Guineas winner Rodosto. the Prix du 
Jockey Club winner *Belfonds. the English 
Derby winner Pont l’Eveque. the Grand 
Prix de Paris winner Barneveldt, and the 
One Thousand Guineas, Oaks, and Poule 
d’Essai winner *Imprudence.

which he was top-weighted with 130 pounds. With 
2 good workouts to recommend him—1% miles in 
1:52%5 on May 9 and 5 furlongs in :584% on May 12 
—High Gun was a 9-5 favorite over 8 others. 

Held in sixth place down the backstretch, High 
Gun moved up outside the field on the stretch 
turn. He lost ground at the top of the stretch 
when First Aid went wide, but he overcame that 
handicap to win easily. At the finish he was 
4% lengths in front of Artismo, Joe Jones, and 
First Aid, which finished noses apart. First Aid 
was disqualified and placed last for bearing out, 
and Fleet Bird got fourth money. 

Foaled March 15, 1951, at Palmeadow Farm, 
Lexington, High Gun was bred by W. P. and K. 
M. Little, owners of Palmeadow, and Cary C. 
Boshamer, of Clover, S. C. His dam, Rocket Gun, 
was bred and raced by King Ranch, which sold 
her to the Littles and Boshamer for $3.600 at the 
1947 Keeneland fall sales. At the 1952 Keeneland 
summer sales, Hirsch, buying for King Ranch, 
paid $10.200 to get Rocket Gun’s colt by *Helio- 
polis. (See New York, page 1124.) 

Slow to develop at 2, High Gun made his first 
start on October 20, 1953, when he won a maiden 
race at Jamaica. He then won one of 2 allowance 
races before his retirement for the year. In_ his 
first 4 added-money events last year he finished 
third in the Wood Memorial, Withers, and Jersey 
Stakes and fourth in the Delaware Valley Stakes. 
The remainder of the season he lost only 2 of 8 
stakes. He won the Peter Pan and Metropolitan 
Handicaps, the Jockey Club Gold Cup, and the 
Belmont, Dwyer, and Sysonby Stakes. He finished 
second in the American Derby, third in the 
Arlington Classic, and at year’s end was voted the 
best 3-year-old in the Thoroughbred Racing As- 
sociations’ annual poll.

DERBY FAVORITES. A fortnight be- 
fore the Derby at Epsom the Victoria 
Club eall-over was very calm. and _ re- 
vealed no enthusiasm. The shortest prices 
were: Acropolis 11-2, Our Babu 7-1. Hafiz 
8-1. Daemon 9-1, True Cavalier 10-1, State 
Trumpeter 100-7, Datour 100-6. Hugh 
Lupus 20-1. Curiously ehough. of the 8 
colts at 20 to 1 or less. 4 are by French 
stallions. 3 by Italian horses, and one by a 
horse standing in Ireland. 

Acropolis (Donatello I[—Aurora. by 
Hyperion). brother to the noted stayer 
Alyeidon. won 2 of his 3 starts last year 
and took the Thirsk Classic Trial in his 
only start at 3. but his runners-up in that 
race made a poor showing in the Two 
Thousand Guineas. and his last home 
work was unsatisfactory. Either he is the 
laziest colt in training or his reputation is 
false. 

Our Babu (My Babu—Glen Line. by 
Blue Peter) won the Two Thousand Gui- 
neas. but has not been tested. even at 
home. over 115 miles. There is some 
doubt as to his going the Derby distance. 

The French colt Hafiz (Nearco—Dou- 
ble Rose. by Macaron) was second and 


first in his 2 starts at 2. This year he 
las won the Prix de Guiche and Prix 


Greffulhe. but the colts next behind him 
in the Greffulhe have done poorly since 
then. Beignet was beaten 5 lengths by 
Vimy in the Prix Noailles. and Nistralin 
was fourth. beaten 815 lengths by Rapace, 
in the Prix Hocquart. 

The Irish colt Daemon (Niccolo dell’- 
Area—kyanos. by Blue Peter) ran only 
once at 2. fifth in the Railway Plate won 
by Hugh Lupus. This year he has started 
twice. won twice. over 144 miles at Bir- 
mingham and over 1°, miles at Chester. 
His 8-length victory in the Chester Vase 
and the fact that he belongs to the fam- 
ily of Tulyar. winner over the same course 
before his 1952 Derby victory, strength- 
ened his position in market. 

True Cavalier (Prince Chevalier—-Ver- 
ity. by *Chrysler II) won one of his 4 
races at 2 and took the Craven Stakes 
this year. He could easily have beaten 
Acropolis. if he had been allowed to do 
so. in a gallop they were given early in 
May. 

State Trumpeter (Solar Slipper—*Bray 
Melody, by Coup de Lyon) won the New 
Ham Foal Stakes and Criterion Stakes at 
2. and this year was second to the Djebel 
colt Sierra Nevada in the Blue Riband 
Trial Stakes. 114 miles, at Epsom. He is 
a half-brother to the stakes winners 
Shrewd Suspicion. Happy Laughter. and 
*Lizanno. 


Datour (Tourbillon—Lucinda, by Jock) 
is the Prix Juigne winner and Prix 
Hocquart second. 


Because of the very 
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good time, this last performance appears 
to have been a genuine classic trial. 
Hugh Lupus (Djebel—Sakountala, by 
*Goya IL) was runner-up to Our Babu 
in the Middle Park Stakes. Second in the 
Madrid Plate in his one start this year, 
he was injured in the plane which was to 
take him to Newmarket for the Two 
Thousand Guineas. He will run in the 
Irish Two Thousand. a week before the 


Derby. 


THEODORICA. The Italian Oaks, 
miles. at Milan May 1, established the ab- 
solute superiority of Theodorica (Owen 
Tudor—-Tokamura. by Navarro), which 
already had won the Italian One Thousand 
Guineas equivalent. The Razza Dormello-

real dry fall in Kentucky, and if a field 
seeded with alfalfa doesn’t get any water 
when it needs it you've lost a whole year’s 
crop.” 

There are no definite plans for pasture 
irrigation, although cattle land near the 
reservoirs may be irrigated if the water 
supply is adequate. “Our horse pastures 
are just too far away from our reservoirs,” 
Wright said, “and pasture irrigation would 
take a lot more water than we have. If we 
put in a reservoir near the horse pastures, 
it couldn’t be used for crops, and I don’t 
think that it would pay us to put in a 
reservoir just for pasture irrigation.” 

The Mereworth system was designed 
and installed by the Livestock Health 
and Supply Company. of Lexington. 


Henry H. Knight, of Almahurst Farm, 
has purchased 2 *Heliopolis  year- 
lings from Courtney Burton, of Cleve- 
land.
